A Whole Family 8aid to Be 
Missing.

A man called at the Police Station last 
night just before m idnight and inquired 
whether anything had been heard of the 
family of Jam es Regan, who lived on 
Anderson street near Stevenson avenue. 
He said that before the river rose Mr. 
Regan and his wife farm ed a 20-acre 
tract of land on the river bank and lived 
in a small house a short distance from 
the road. H e had a couple of horses, a 
wagon and 
seven 
cows and 
other 
live 
stock 
and 
farm ing 
uten­ 
sils. Yesterday 
morning 
when 
the 
people 
on the 
bluffs 
got 
up 
and 
looked to where the farmhouse had been 
when night set in, they were surprised 
to find th at there was not a trace of the 
farm, and that everything had been 
swept away, leaving nothing but a waste 
of sand. It was supposed at th at time 
that the farmer and his family h&d 
reached a place of safety with his live 
stock and utensils, and it was not until 
10 o’clock yebterday morning that the 
suspicions of the people were aroused 
that there was a possibility that the 
family had been swept away with 
the wrecked cottage.. Inquiries were 
then set 
on 
foot, 
and 
no 
one 
could 
be 
found 
who 
had 
seen 
anything of Mr. and Mrs. Regan. The 
neighbors then searched down the river 
bed looking for some sign of the missing 
farmer. None was found and in the 
mean time the address of some of the 
relatives and friends of the Regans was 
obtained. 
Meseengers were dispatched 
to these but they had heard nothing of 
the lost family and by nightfall there 
was a large num ber of anxious people 
searching the city for 
them . Every 
place was visited th at could be thought 
of, where they might have gone, but the 
search was unavailing. A party went 
down the river bed some distance be­ 
low the city in 
the hope 
of 
find­ 
ing 
the 
bodies 
of some 
of 
the 
family, for they 
had made up their 
m inds by this time th at the flood had 
caught the house and carried it away be­ 
fore Mr. Rsgan and his family had a 
chance to escape. This belief was made 
almost a certainty when it was learned 
th at it was not until after 10 o’clock that 
the water broke through the em bank­ 
ment on the oast side of the river below 
First street. I t was then surmised that 
Mr. Regan and his wife had gone

Up to a late hour 
this morning nothing had been heard at 
the Police Station concerning the where­ 
abouts of the family, and it is hoped that 
they will turn np all right today.

Conductor Ham ble of the Southern 
Pacific had a highly entertaining ex­

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STORM EFFECTS. 


Several 
Railroad 
Bridges 
Washed Away. 


AL 
THE 
TRAINS 
DELAYED. 


The Cable Roads Resume Operations 
E arly in the Day—About 
the City. 


The losses to the railroads in th e storm 
turn oat to have been considerable, al­ 
though not so serious as at first feared. 
Owing to the fact th at the wires are 
down in several directions, particularly 
on the Santa Fe, it is difficult to obtain 
an exact statem ent of the condition of 
things. Both of the main lines, the 
Southern Pacific and the Santa Fe, gave 
up the effort to run any trains yesterday. 
As it was a holiday, only a few trainB 
would have run in any event, and not a 
large num ber of people were inconven­ 
ienced. The damage to th e roads is in 
the form of washouts scattered at inter­ 
vals all along the branches running into 
this city, and of damaged or washed 
away bridges. The probabilities are 
th at 
if the storm ceases now the 
roads will not be in condition to carry 
out their full schedule for several days, 
although by m aking transfers of passen­ 
gers 
and temporary 
repairs of 
the 
breaks, most of the difficulties will be 
m et today and traffic resumed. 
At the Southern Pacific depot a notice 
hung 
in 
front of the ticket-seller’s 
window to the effect that no trains would 
be run to any points north or to Colton, 
Santa Ana or San Pedro. 
This left only 
Santa Monica. The state of thiDgs on 
the northern division, between this city 
and Mojave and Santa Barbara cannot 
be fully ascertained, but it is known that 
the Tejunga bridge is badly washed out. 
The bridge 
near 
Burbank is partly 
washed away, and several of the smaller 
bridges in Soledad cafion are gone. 
On the line between here and Colton 
there 
are 
numerous washouts. Tne 
bridge at Monte over the San Gabriel is 
gone. Number 20 from the east, which 
should have arrived here Saturday, lie? 
at Colton, and the overland of the next 
day 
has been detained beyond that 
point. As far as possible passengers will 
be transferred over the breaks, and it is 
probable that they will be in by morning. 
The San Pedro line and Santa Ana di­ 
visions of the Southern Pacific appear to 
have met with the worst luck. The two 
lines fork at the Nadeau vineyard. At 
fliis point the river appears to have been 
especially fierce in the strength of its 
current and in the volume of water 
which it was carrying. The proprie 
tors of the vineyard and winery had 
endeavored to protect their 
properly 
from the floods, which past experience 
had taught them they might expect, by 
putting in a levee along the side of the 
channel nearest 
the 
buildings. The 
water, however, worked around the bar­ 
ricade and poured over the grounds. This 
took place early yesterday 
morning, 
when 
the 
river, augmented by the 
streams high up iu the mountains, was 
a t its highest. The vineyard was flooded, 
with how great a damage is not yet fully 
known. The je port is that the buildings 
were carried away and a large quantity 
of wine lost. The total loss to the owners 
has 
been estim ated 
at 
$100,000, but 
this is considered not a little 
over 
the 
m ark, as 
it is 
likely, 
when 
th e water subsides, that it will be found 
th a t the vines are uuhurt and that the 
wines in the tight casks have suffered 
no injury. 
The Southern Pacific track at this 
point was washed away for a distance of 
about two miles. The pile-driver and a 
gang of men were at work at th e broken 
bridge over the New river. Owing to 
this new break in th e line they were un­ 
able to get back, and the gang was im ­ 
mediately sent to San Pedro, where they 
w ent to work constructing a new pile- 
driver. 
On the San Pedro division, in the two 
miles between Cerritos and the Long 
Beach janction, there are fifteen wash­ 
outs, each from thirty to one hundred 
feet long. 
The Santa Fe line had much the same 
experience as the Southern Pacific. 
No 
trains were run in any direction during 
the day. The wires were down, and it was 
impossible for Mr. Wade, the General 
M anager, who was up all night, to keep 
himself informed npon what was hap­ 
pening at various points along the line. 
Such reports as were received showed 
th a t the rain was general through all the 
southern part of the State, and that no 
part of the road had escaped injury. 
In the city, the bridge of the Santa Fe 
over the river near Downey avenue has 
lost one span, and is in rather an npset 
condition. 
Four links of the bridge over 
the river at BalloDa Junction are gone, 
but Mr. W ade expresses a belief that it 
will be possible to pave the structure if 
th e river will give the 
company a 
chance. 
A telegraph operator was sent 
down the road toward Rivera to find out 
w hat was the m atter with the wires. He 
discovered that the bridge over the San 
Gabriel at that point was destroyed. 
A num ber of the bridges between here 
and Duarte have b e e D seriously damaged, 
but the exact condition of the part of the 
road beyond that point is not known yet, 
On the Redondo branch a train was sent 
down as far as Englewood yesterday, 
but was unable to get any farther. 
It 
appears, however, that no very consider­ 
able damage has been done on this line, 
and 
it 
will 
probably 
be 
opened 
today. 
A 
special 
effort 
will 
be 
m ade 
by 
the 
company to 
move 
trains 
over this 
division 
as 
soon 
aa possible, in order to carry passengers 
to a connection with the coast steamers. 
This is just now a m atter of e pecial im ­ 
portance, as the San Pedro line of the 
Southern Pacific is in a very bad condi­ 
tion, and no passengers can get through 
to San Diego on the coast line of the 
Santa Fe. 
ALONO TUE RIVER. 
The river, which at 2 o'clock yesterday 
m orning was within eighteen inches of 
the top of the levee, rose gradually until 
at 3 o'clock it was almost level with the 
topm ost planks, and the gravest fears 
were entertained by the anxious watchers 
on the bank of its oveiflowing. Fortu­ 
nately, however, the flood had reached 
its culm inating point, and after running 
at this height fur about an boar, com­ 
m enced to fall. 
Shortly before 3 o'clock 
th e Southern Pacific railroad bridge on 
the northern branch was swept down by 
the swollen stream against the bridge of 
the Southern California railroad, which 
up to th at time had withstood the water 
although the track was submerged, car­ 
rying the west half of it away. This 
solid piece of frame-work was hurled 
bodily against the second pier of the 
Buena

bridge, 
end 
on.

nately carried from under the bridge. 
The bent of the wrecked railroad bridge

washed out, carrying t*ro iron supports 
from beneath the bridge, and rendering 
it impassible. The railroad track was 
wrecked for about 100 feet, the em bank­ 
ment having been washed out from 
beneath the ties. The new Downey- 
avenue bridge escaped

withstood 
the 
severe test 
inflicted 
upon it adm irably. The breach in the 
levee made by the railroad company to 
allow of their driving more piles at a 
weak spot some hundred yards or more 
north of the K uhrts-street bridge was 
considerably widened, and but for the 
almost superhuman efforts of a number 
of citizens, wfio resided in the flat, the 
em bankm ent must have been swept 
away entirely at this point. No further 
damage was done to the Kuhrts-street 
bridge, and the approach on this side, 
which had collapsed, was repaired yes­ 
terday so as to enable it to be thrown 
open again for the travel to and from the 
city. 
The levee on the East Side was torn 
out for some distance south of Kuhrts 
street, and the stream cut a channel 
back of the bulwarks for some distance, 
flooding the fiat behind. 
On this side 
the water found its way under the bul­ 
warks and washed away the sand of the 
em bankment, but did not reach the 
track. 
The trestle bridge on the Yuma 
division of the Southern Pacific railway 
was torn away for more than half its 
length on this Bide, and the California 
Southern track a short distance south of 
the crossing was wrecktd f r at least 200 
feet, the water having taken out the

The Macy- 
street 
bridge 
was intact, with 
the 
exception of the second pile from the 
east end, which was knocked somewhat 
askew by the tim bers of the railroad 
bridge. The East Side approach to the 
Aliso-street bridge was washed out, so as 
to leave the car-track suspended between 
the bridge and the bank; otherwise no 
damage was sustained. The levee, how­ 
ever, was badly broken at Sainsevain 
street, and a gang of m en from the 
Superintendent of Streets’ office was 
busily engaged all day yesterday in 
building 
a 
temporary 
dam 
with 
brush and sand bags to prevent further 
encroachment of the water. The bank 
was eroded for Beveral hundred yards 
and at some places the breach was fifty 
feet in width. No further damage was 
done on 
this side until the stream 
reached the First-street bridge, where it 
was diverted against the levee opposite 
the California Southern depot. 
Here the 
bulwarks were completely torn out for at 
least 000 feet and the water poured 
through the gap and tore out the em­ 
bankm ent beneath the track, wrecking 
it and dropping rails and ties into the 
river. 
The broken section of the Seventh- 
street bridge on the East Side was swept 
away, and the fiat lands back of the river 
inundated.

valiantly; but four lengths of the Cali­ 
fornia Southern bridge on this side on 
the Santa Ana branch were swept away. 
The city chain gang, composed of 
twenty-four men, was 
dispatched to 
K uhrts 
street yesterday morning in 
charge of Officers Hawley and Farm er, 
and did good work on the damaged ap­ 
proach to the bridge. 
The residence of J. Do Gbarian, which 
was built on the flat laud on the east 
side of the river, opposite the California 
Southern depot was swept aa ay during 
the flood at 3 o’clock yesterday morning, 
as was also a two story irarae dwelling 
owned by L. Thorn on East First street. 
Fortunately 
the 
occupantB of

houses escaped before the flood came as 
the buildings were totally wrecked, and 
n o tin g was saved from either. 
Mr. Da

\ estimates his loss at $000, while

.M r. Thorn, who owns seven 
acres /land, is considerably greater. 
The baseball grounds were inundated 
and the F irst street fence completely 
wrecked, the posts being torn up and 
the boards carried in all directions by 
the eddying stream. 
Firet street was 
badly washed out on the south side near 
the grounds. 
IN THE CITY. 
The water left very visible traces of 
its damaging power on many of the streets 
of the city. Temple street presented a 
very 
dilapidated-looking 
appearance 
The cobble-stones had been torn out and 
carried down to Main street, where they 
were piled up in front of Temple block. 
Second street was torn up from Olive 
street to Fort on the north side. 
Some 
of the washes were three and a half feet 
deep, and the sidewalks were under­ 
mined in some places. 
At Flower 
and Third 
streets a small 
cottage 
was overturned and washed to the side­ 
walk, where it lies on its side. Hope 
street, from the Normal-schocl hill to 
Seventh street, looks as though it were 
the bed of a river, and the fences that 
are left are in many cases turned side 
ways, and some are piled up in the front 
yards. WaehiDgton street is in a bad 
condition, and the street cars could not 
make good time on that part of their 
journey yesterday. The water in some 
places

and

M ain 
street, 
from 
Ninth 
to 
Pico, 
is in a bad condition. 
The stream took 
out some of the lawns and washed tho 
mud over the sidewalks so as to make 
them impassable. 
The pond at the 
junction of First and Olive contains an 
immense quantity of water, which has 
the appearance of a m iniature lake. Tho 
vicinity of Beaudry and Temple is also 
Dad condition, and pedestrians in 
the western part of the city found travel 
almost impossible yesterday. 
A day or 
two of good weather, however, will dry 
up the mud, and the streets can then be 
repaired in a short time.

Christmas in Los Angeles was not a 
pleasant day bat will be long remem 
bered by the young folks who had 
lived in anticipation of those features 
which contribute to the pleasure of so 
many people. The rain had stopped 
when daylight appeared bat it had left 
the streets in an almost impassable con 
dition, and there was a very dreary look 
about the city which suggested anything 
bat Christmas festivities and celebra­ 
tions. The little people who are gener­ 
ally to be seen on the streets on Christ- 
m**- morning, exhibiting their toys were 
conspicuous 
by their absence, 
and 
until 
ten o’clock there 
was 
very 
little 
life on the streets. Then 
a 
few parents who had not purchased 
presents on Tuesday 
ventured 
out 
and for a time the stores did quite a bus­ 
iness. There were no cable cars runniDg 
at this time and the horse car lines did 
not run very briskly; besides the cross­ 
ings all over the city were in such a con­ 
dition aB to render it almost impossible 
to board the cars. A number of deliv­ 
ery teams were seen on the streets 
carrying to their destinations 
vari­ 
ous parcels which could not be taken 
on the previous evening. There were 
quite a number of people on the Btreets 
by 11 o'clock and most of them carried 
bundles, indicating that they had not fin­ 
ished their Christmas purchases. 
The reports of damage on the river 
banks had spread, and a large number of 
carious people wandered in that direc­ 
tion 
to 
inspect 
the work of 
the 
torrent that wrought so much damage 
on Christmas Eve. 
By noon there were 
folly a thousand people scattered along 
the levee, and dnriDg the whole after­ 
noon there was a constant stream of 
people going to and from that direction. 
Others started ont with the intention of 
visiting the vicinity of Hope and Sixth 
streets, bat found the thoroughfares still 
blocked 
with 
water and mnd, and 
wandered off in other directions. 
The services at the churches were not 
as largely attended as their excellence 
warranted, but considering the impossi­ 
bility of traveling for ladies, there were 
largei audiences than were expected. 
The wet weather also prevented a pro­ 
fuse decoration with flowers and greenery, 
but while the adornment of former years 
eclipsed that of yeBterday, the churche3 
wqre far from bare, and most of them 
had very pretty and artistic interior em­ 
bellishments. For these callas and ever­ 
greens were used. Most of the yarieties 
of flowers usually so plentiful had been 
spoiled by the rains, and only those 
plants reared in glaes houses were to be 
obtained, and in the majority of cases it 
was found to be impossible to carry them 
to the churches in the storm.

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Bad B at Plot Irreparable. 
A natural impulse, following upon 
such tremendous rains as we have bad 
here of late, is to report the damage as 
prodigious. As a matter of careful in­ 
quiry, we are able to report casualties 
infinitely less in magnitude than might 
have been expected, a fact which is 
owing to the skill and sagacity of the 
railway companies, which have profited 
by the intelligence and fidelity of their 
local agents. The Southern Pacific 
bridge which spans the Los Angeles 
liver on the turn of the hill, gave way 
yesterday morning at 3 o’clock. The 
debris from the falling structure careened 
with tremendous force against the bridge 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
Company, and the combined debris was 
hurled on the Bueua Vista Btreet bridge, 
twisting the supports a little. The 
river, recruited by the booming Arroyo 
Seco, with the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe bridges knocked out, caromed 
on the Yuma bridge of the Southern Pa­ 
cific railway, and two sections of that 
structure are gone. 
As to other casualties they can 
be summarized very quickly. The 
east approach to the Aliso Btreet 
bridge has been washed out. The 
covered bridge is all right. The ap­ 
proaches to the Seventh street bridge 
are all gone. Five hundred feet of the 
levee, opposite the Santa Fé depot, have 
been washed away, and the rails are 
hanging over the bank. As we write the 
Kuhrts street bridge is all right and is 
passable. If any later or more menacing 
developments are reported they will 
fignre in our local columns. Of course, 
there is nothing pleasant in the facts 
which we have here chronicled, bnt at 
the same time there is nothing, outside 
of the eccentricities of a storm which has 
really been nothing more thaa a 
re-affirmation of the water marks 
which are imprinted on the face 
"of the country, and which bridge and 
railway builders have wantonly disre­ 
garded, which calls for serious comment. 
The Southern Pacific Railway Company, 
which took the lesson to heart in 1884, 
the celebrated flood year, has suffered 
least from the late splenetic fit of the 
weather-clerk. Just as soon as it does 
as good, solid and honest work over the 
Tejanga and other water courses, near 
town, as it did five years ago in the Sole­ 
dad cañón, its expenditures from a dam­ 
aged road-bed will be reduced to a min­ 
imum, and the convenience of the travel­ 
ing public will be accordingly advanced 


O ü b wordy c o n te m p o ra ry , the Tribune, 
when challenged finally to tell why Los 
Angeles is not now, without regard to 
the future, the great railway center of 
the Pacific Coast, takes refuge in whin­ 
ing oat that it does not hurt Los Angeles 
to have it acknowledged that there is a 
future for Portland and 8an Diego. Who 
the devil ever said it did; or who, in 
connection with this journal, ever did 
anything that was not loyal and good- 
natured botn to San Diego and Portland ? 
But when it comes to a great, heaving 
zany of a newspaper, published in Los 
Angeles, announcing that it will still 
lake us two years to be the leading rail­ 
way center of the Pacific Coast—a point 
which we have compassed long ago and 
on which we are now doing the duplex 
elliptic business—it is high time for a Los 
Angeles paper to elevate its horn, to 
blow it like a bazoo and to be beard. 
This city and this county are now at a 
point of railway development which will 
keep Portland, San Francisco and all 
other Pacific Coast points humping them­ 
selves to come within an horizon’s vision 
of competition. The H e r a l d , if she 
knows herself, and she thinks she do, 
does not propose to allow the most prom­ 
ising and eclectic region on the footstool 
to ba whistled down the wind Bimply be­ 
cause certain feeble-minded paople don’t 
know that Palmyra, Babylon, Thebes 
and Damascus are being thrown, with an 
irresistible centrifugal force, into a city 
which will be known of valetudinarians 
all over the world and of healthy people 
everywhere as La Ciudad de la Reina de 
Los Angeles. This composite and ex­ 
quisite city has come to stay, and no de­ 
votion of the Tribune to Portland or to 
San Diego can interrupt this manifest 
destiny.

Seme Thing» About F ighting and 
Courteay. 
' 
We have before referred to Mr. Oliver 
Dyer’s book, “Great Senators of the 
United States Forty Years Ago.” 
Our 
regret is great that this little volume was 
not greatly expanded, and made rich 
with the ana which was so abundant in 
the days when Dyer was a stenographer 
of Congress, beginning in the year 1848 
8till Mr. Dyer has acquitted himpelf of 
so many graceful things, and has done 
so many things well in the little minim 
of his book that we are inclined to be in- 
dnlgent to him. 
One of the four great 
Senators treated by him was the cele­ 
brated Thomas Hart Benton, who will 
for all time to come share with Jeffer­ 
son Davis the honor of suggesting the 
great transcontinental railway system. 
The Lafayette Park, in St. Louis, is orna­ 
mented with a statue of Benton, heroic 
and overmastering, in which, with a 
partially unrolled scroll in his marble 
hand, he says, “There is the Pacific 
Coast. There is India.” 
The great Missourian, like the great 
Mississippian, Jefferson Davis, and to a 
far greater degree than the latter, 
figured in what might be called the for­ 
mative epoch of our public life. Mr. 
Dyer correctly says that Kenton was the 
most tremendous egotist that was «ver 
developed in the national affairs of any 
country, and that when any other egotist 
pnt in an appearance, for the time being, 
nnles8 he could disclose the lineaments 
of Jove himself, he would be, perforce, 
obliged to retire in confusion. And all 
the circumstances of contemporaneous 
narrative support Mr. Dyer’s aesertion. 
In a memorable debate in the United 
States Senate, a 8enator, after Mr. 
Benton had sat down on Mr. Cal­ 
houn with great brutality, referred 
to the “quarreling” propensities of the 
great Senator from Missouri. We are 
told, in the graceful cadences of operetta, 
that when you want to maeh a pretty 
girl “you must pull yourself together, 
aud put on a pleasant smile.” Instead 
of accepting and availing himself of the 
jocund measures of the modorn ballet, 
Senator Benton rose ia his seat riled. 
He said to his opponent, “ Sir, I ne>er 
quarrel. I sometimes fight, sir, but, 
when I fight, sir, there is always a 
funeral, sir.” 
As to this last proposition we shall 
furnish later developments. We simply 
resume the story of Benton’s monumen­ 
tal egotism, which makes any episode of 
Dr. Samuel Johnson, of happy memory, 
an unimportant interlude. Every one 
remembers the Jove-like energy with 
which Andrew Jackson struck the Na­ 
tional Bank to the ground. Years after 
Nicholas Biddle had disappeared in the 
dim adambra of the past, and after the 
Bank of the United States had been 
liquidated, and the 
country had 
recovered its normal 
respirations, 
Thomas Hart Benton, and a friend 
passed the equestrian statue of Jack­ 
son, which still maintains its proud 
position in Lafayette Park, imme­ 
diately opposite the White House. Ben­ 
ton’s friend said Gen. Jackson was a very 
great man. “Yes,” said Benton, “Gen. 
Jackson was a great man. He was of 
great assistance to me in my fight with 
the United States Bank.” Benton would 
have seemed, in this utterance, to have 
reached the acme of all possible egotistic 
utterances, but not so. He improved 
upon an almost Jove-like flight. When 
Calhoun died, a friend said to Thomas 
Hart Benton—the great Missourian and 
the great South Carolinean had for gen­ 
erations been enemies—“Now, Senator, 
that Calhoun is dead, we expect you to 
be lenient to him.” 
“ Yes,” said Benton, “ when God 
Almighty lays his hand on a man, I take 
my hand off of him.” 
Mr. Dyer could have made his too 
brief story of his personal experiences 
all too interesting if he had only ex­ 
tended them a little. In one of his mo­ 
ments of extreme egotism, Senator 
Benton said that his differences of opin­ 
ion meant not only a quarrel but death 
This was not true, in any sense. The 
most famous street fight that ever oc­ 
curred in the United States was chron­ 
icled in the thoroughfares of Nash­ 
ville between Gen. Jackson and hia 
friends and Thomas Hart Benton 
and his friends. Mr. Parton gives the 
story in its minutite. and the fight 
only lasted while you could say Jack 
Robinson, as it were. A terrible lot of ball 
and powder was wasted, with no result,ua: 
til, finally, Gen. Jackson and Tom 
Benton’s brother clinched and fell down 
cellar openiüg, Benton’s brother on 
top. The vindictive Missourian put his 
pistol ou to the shoulder of Jackson, aDd 
blew a hole through it. He was about 
to put the pistol nearer the heart, when 
some friend of Jackson knocked the 
homicide senseless with a blow from the 
butt of his pistol, and that was all that 
came of this mighty encounter. Jackson 
ultimately died from that pistol wound. 
Jackson and Benton—the latter be­ 
coming Old Hickory’s friend—had had 
many duels in their time, although Ben­ 
ton’s brother never became reconciled 
to the great President. The most sensa­ 
tional duel in which Gen. Jackson ever 
figured was that iu which he killed Dick­ 
inson, the most skillful duelist that ever 
figured in the Sonth. Jackson arrived 
first on the ground. Dickinson drove up 
in a carriage, and as be arrived on the 
scene he raised his pistol and shot a bird 
on the wing, which fell at Jackson’s feet. 
Instead of being intimidated by the in­ 
cident, it excited all the ire of the hero 
of the Battle of New Orleans. With 
drawing his eyes from the fallen bird, he 
said,with splendid resonance, “Take your 
place, sir. Take your place. You will 
find that shooting at a bird and shooting 
at a man are different propositions.” 
The bluff which Dickinson had intended 
to intimidate hie adversary operated in 
the opposite line. Thejr fired, and Dick­ 
inson fell. Alter as kins if snot her fire 


were desired, Jackson and his friends 
drove from the field. Presently the car­ 
riage began to fill with blood. “ My God, 
General,” said one of bis friends, “you 
aré wounded. “ Yes,” said Old Hick­ 
ory, “I am, but 1 would not let that 
d 
d scoundrel know it.” 
The era that Dyer essays to describe 
was a peculiar one. and to obtain any 
idea of its sensational and interesting 
features volumes ought to be written, 
not the leaHt of which ought to embody 
Parton’« life of Jackson and Randall's 
life of Jefferson.

SOME PHENOMENAL WEATHER. 


The Natives Indulge in Outside 
Sports and Other Unusual 
Festivities.

N e w Y o r k , December 25 —Christmas 
dinners might have been eaten in the 
parks or on the lawns today, so perfect 
was the weather. Everywhere windows 
were thrown open to admit the balmy- 
air, and there was a general resort to the 
garments of springtime. The fashiona­ 
ble promenades were crowded, and there 
was a large attendance at the churches 
and theaters. In tha Tombs and other 
city prisons, holiday dinners were 
served, while the newsboys and other 
children of the streets were permitted to 
fill themselves at the missions. 
CHRISTMAS AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g t o n, December 25.—This was 
the mildest Christmas day in this vi­ 
cinity for many years. The air was 
warm and most of the day passed off uni­ 
versally pleasant. The President spent 
the day at home and did not attend 
chnrch. He had a few of Mrs. Harri 
son’s relatives to dinner, and part of the 
day was spent with the children around 
the White House Christmas tree. The 
other members of the official society in 
the city, generally, remained at home. 
MoBt of the Georgians in Washington 
gathered at the Metropolitan hotel in 
the afternoon, and pasred resolutions 
eulogistic of the late Henry .Grady. The 
Grand Army in the citv gladdened the 
hearts of the families of about 240 poor 
members of the order, by generous dis­ 
tribution of provisions and other articles. 
The following letter was received from 
President Harrison : 
“/. R. Brown, Esq., Chairman, etc.: 
“ M y D e a r S ib—Will you allow me to 
have a small part in the provision of 
Christmas' gifts you are distributing to 
our less fortunate comrades?

What 
followed then may be told in Ford’s 
own words. “One man,” he said, “made 
himself particularly obnoxious to me. 
He referred in an insulting manner to 
Jesee James, but I took no notice of him, 
preferring to escape a row if I could. Ho 
continued to abuse me all evening, and 
I continued to take no notice ot him. 
Early this morning, after I had been 
sitting at the table all night, I felt 
cramped and uncomfortable, and leaned 
back in my chair to stretch. As I did 
so I threw my head back, aud at that 
inslant my abuser drew a knife from his 
pocket, held my head back by the hair, 
and was about to draw tbe knife across 
my throat, when my friend warded off 
the blow. Tbe knife cut through my 
collar aud grazed ray neck, inflicting a 
slight wound. I was unarmed or would 
have shot him on the spot. As it was, 
he took to his heels and escaped.” 
At the gambling house Ford’s story is 
confirmed by the faro dealer and propri­ 
etor of the house. Tbe would-be-aseas- 
sin is known to the gamblers as “Fat,” 
a bartender. It is not kuown who he is, 
or where he íb employed. It was stated 
at first that he was a friend of the James 
boys, but that is denied now, although 
no other reason can be assigned for the 
deed.

The 8an Bernardino Courier Tuesday 
had this about the race of the two great 
n o d e for th e coast: 
“ From a source which we can guaran 
lee as wholly reliable, and, indeed, in a 
sense official, the Courier learns that 
there is to be an exciting trial of speed 
between the Utah extension and the 
Denver and Rio Grande 
in reaching 
Pacific Coast tide-water, with—contrary 
to popular expectations—the chances in 
favor of the Denver and Rio Grande 
coming in a winner. 
“ Hitherto, the engineers of the Utah 
extension have been instructed to find a 
route with a low grade, regardless of the 
time spent in searching for it. No route 
with a grade over forty feet to the mil?, 
was to be selected. 
A great deal of time 
was wasted in voyages of discovery after 
*low passes,’ 
“ The Denver and Rio Grande, on the 
contrary, 
rushed its surveying w o rk , 
and is rushing it with more apparent 
anxiety fo r a direct ro u te than for the 
discovery of ‘low passes’ and low gradeB . 
“ The survey of the Denver and Rio 
Grande has already been completed to 
Lodlow, while the Union Pacific and 
Utah exteneion is building on to Pioche. 
“ The Union Pacific, impelled to rapid 
action by the celerity of the Denver and 
Rio Grande surveyors, has recently or­ 
dered its chief engineer to puBh on with 
the utmost possible dispatch to the near­ 
est 'possible' point on the Atlantic and 
Pacific. Of the authenticity of this news 
we have no doubt whatever. The sur­ 
veyors of the Union Pacific are, at the 
present moment, pushing on with all 
possible dispatch for a point on the line 
of the Atlantic and Pacific, but whether 
this point is to be Barstow or not, we do 
wot know. Possibly not, 
“ It is quite possible that the Denver 
and Rio Grande will rush through di­ 
rectly on the interior line from Ludlow 
to the Uajon summit, giving Barstow the 
go-by; but to the Cajon both roads are 
coming with energetic rivalry, and all 
this is corroborative of the news which 
appeared in the Los Angeles H k ra ld a 
lew days ago. 
“ The first objective of both roads, ac­ 
cording to our informant, is Pacific tide­ 
water. Even the undoubtedly rich field 
open to them in Southern California for 
doing a fine business is but a secondary 
consideration. 
Tidewater—a 
terminal 
location on tidewater—is the controlling 
objective with both of them. 
“ W hy? it may be asked. 
Well, there 
are vast deposits of fine iron ore in Utah, 
and the extension of both roads will 
command the trade of the riche6t coal 
region on the continent, and, mark you, 
China is to be the field of the next great 
railroad development—a field of vast 
dimensions and magnificent possibilities. 
“ Both the Union Pacific and the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande will establish great 
iron works on the Pacific Coast. They 
will carry the iron ore directly from the 
mine, and, commanding, as they will, an 
unlimited supply of the best coal at the 
least possible cost, they will work the 
iron into railroad m aterial at Redondo, 
or San Pedro, or 8an Diego, as may be, 
and ship it directly into China and Ja­ 
pan, thus distancing English or Atlantic 
come’ition. 
“ Such an objective is certainly a grand 
•ne and surely a 'feasible’ one, surely a 
reasonable one. China is shaking off 
her lethargy and dem anding railroad*. 
The Orient is awakening to the electric 
throb of modern life and enterprise. 
Japan is in touch with the age, and 
modern statesmen have the ear of the 
young Chinese ‘Son of H eaven.’ 
“ Aside from the grand first objective, 
of course, both roads have a secondary 
one. Id the imbroglio of transcontinen­ 
tal competition, to compete with other 
roads successfully it is necessary for the 
Union Pacitic and the Missouri Pacific 
and the Gould system generally, now 
inclndiDg the Denver & Rio Grande, to 
base themselves upon the Pacific. Both 
roads expect to do a good local business 
in Southern California. They will sup­ 
p ly ub with iron and coal; and in return 
will carry back our sub-tropical products 
to an eager market. 
“ To us, we conftfss that the programme 
including the establishm ent of great iron 
works on the Coast to supply the Chinese 
railroad trade; looks not only ‘feaeible’ 
bat promising. G reat iron works on the 
Pacific Coast, fed with the cheap coal and 
bon which the Union Pacific and Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande would supply, could 
■urely compete on easy term s for the 
Japan and Chinese iron trade. 
A glance 
at the commercial map of the world will 
reveal this at a glance, due regard being 
given to the advantages which such iron 
works would possess in the facility and 
cheapness with which they could supply 
themselves with raw material from U tah, 
Colorado and, indeed, as to iron, from 
Nevada and Ban Bernardino. 
“ As we have repeatedly of late told 
our readers, mighty economic events are 
casting their shadows before, and quite 
distinctly, too. 
Southern California is 
oo the eve of a great transformation in 
her economic conditions. 
W hether Los 
Angeles or 8an Diego will secure the 
manufacturing prizes rem ains to be seen. 
Los Angeles city cannot, for the works 
are to stand on tide-water, but if R e­ 
dondo or even Ban Pedro should he se­ 
lected, Los Angeles will, indirectly at 
least, be immeasurably the gainer. 
“ 8hould Ban Diego capture the prize, 
her opportunity will be within her grasp 
at last. 
“ At all events, thanks to her command 
et the Cajon and San Gorgonio passes, 
San Bernardino can congratulate herodlf 
on being on the highway of coming com­ 
mercial em pire.”

In giving a 
lesson the teacher reads it before the 
phonograph, at the same time address­ 
ing the pupils, and the lesson is repro­ 
duced whenever wanted. 
The extensive cultivation of the can- 
aigre plant, which is found growing with­ 
out cultivation or irrigation in many por­ 
tions of New Mexico is contemplated. 
The tubers produced by this plant yield 
a large percentage of tannin, superior to 
that extracted from hemlock bark, and 
not inferior to the oak bark product. 
This plant, like the mesquite, thrives in 
the driest seasons and in soil where ap­ 
parently there is very little moisture. 
After maturity the tubere dry in the 
ground, and often remain for years with­ 
out decaying. The properties of this 
plant, like the soap weed, the root of 
which is used by the natives instead of 
soap, have been known to the natives of 
New Mexico for years.
